C incinnati, o., Feb. is.—The steam er 
Sherlock oil Tuesday struck a Kentucky 
pier of lh** Chesapeake & Ohio bridge 
while going down the river on a trip to 
New Orleans. 
She had on board thirty 
passengers and a crew of fifty or 
sixty. 
The boat w ent to pieces and 
floated down to Fifth street, w here 
sin* 
sunk. 
She 
had 
on 
board 
4UO tons of freight. 
The cabin floated 
down the river, and at Riverside some 
of the crew got ashore in a skiff. 
Some 
were rescued at Fifth street. 
It is not 
know n how m any are lost. 
A harbor 
steam er went down the river in search 
of the missing people. 
The floating 
cabin was caught at Riverside, several 
miles below the city. 
As m any as 
were left were hastily taken aboard 
apt! 
returned 
to 
the 
city. 
Mrs. 
McLean, of Pittsburgh, was instantly 
kilied by falling freight at the tim© 
of the collision. 
Her little grand 
daughter was drowned, and it is now 
certainly know n th at they were the 
only persons lost of the tw enty-one 
registered passengers. It is not know n 
w hether all qf the nine unregistered 
passengers were saved. 
It is believed 
that every one of the officers and crew’ 
were 
rescued. 
In 
regard 
to th© 
cabin 
and 
deak 
clerks 
there 
is 
much uncertainty. 
Persons are report­ 
ed having escaped to the shore for quite 
a distance along the river. The rescued 
are so scattered about on both sides of 
the river th at it is impossible to m ake a 
list of the living and the missing. One or 
tw o of the passengers were throw n into 
the river by the shock when the steam er 
struck the bridge, but tw o young men 
who ventured out in skiffs from the Ken­ 
tucky shore rescued them. There were 
fourteen women among the passengers 
and some of them are in a badly pros­ 
trated condition. 
The Sherlock is a 
total loss. 
It was used in the Cincin­ 
nati and New Orleans trade, was val­ 
ued at $35,000, and belonged to the Cin­ 
cinnati & Rig Sandy Packet Company. 
The blame for the accident has not 
been fixed, but it is said th a t th® pilot 
was drunk, and some of the crew de­ 
clare th at he was unfit to handle the 
boat.

Underbid by Dearly IO per cent, the 
Recorder still moans because it was not 
given the county printing. 
It oan piek no daw in the action of the 
committee so it makes the exouse that 
the price usually paid by the county for 
its printing was not given out in ad­ 
vance. This, then is the principle on 
which the Recorder bids are made, not 
* 'what is a fair price for the work ?” but 
“what is the most that oan possibly be 
extorted for it ? ’ The printing question 
has now been settled for another year 
and it cannot be charged that the super 
visors are to be irdaenoed kby anything 
that is said. A few words regarding bids 
therefore may no* be ont of place. 
In 1890, for two months before the 
printing contract was let, the Recorder

Patter** Kenmlm Interred in 
Arlington Cemetary. 


W ashington, Feb. 18.—The funeral 
of the late Admiral Porter occurred 
--rom 
his 
residence 
on 
Tuesday 
and 
was 
attended by the 
Presi­ 
dent. 
members 
of 
the 
Cabinet, 
naval officers and officials, the former 
in uniform, and many members of Con­ 
gress, as well as numerous visitors from 
other points who came here to attend 
the obsequies. 
The naval regulations providing for 
the funeral of an Admiral were fol­ 
lowed as nearly as possible, but there 
were not enough men on duty to make 
up the complement stated in the rules. 
which is 5,000. 
The cortege formed»saa 
follows:

One hundred m arin es from the b arrack s here 
uinl A nnapolis. 
F ive hundred cavalrymen and 
artillerymen 
from W ashington barracks and Fort Myer. 
Six hundred m em bers of the local Grand Army 
posts.

All the officers of the navy in thia 
city attended the funeral in full uni­ 
form.

Dr. Douglass, of St. John’s Church, 
officiated. 
As the accommodations at 
the house , were limited the invita­ 
tions to the services were necessarily 
confined to the personal friends of the 
family and the officials of the Govern­ 
ment.

THE DEAD SOLDIER. 
N e w Y o r k , Feb. IS .—The final prep­ 
arations were completed for the dispo­ 
sition of the body of General Sherman 
prior to the funeral on Thursday after­ 
noon. 
The undertaker and his assist­ 
ants were busy all the morning at the 
house in Seventy-first street and their 
task was finished at noon. 
The body 
of the old General was dressed in the 
full military uniform of his rank and 
placed 
in 
the 
coffin, 
which was 
brought 
to the 
house 
last night 
and 
from 
which 
it 
will 
never 
again be removed. 
When this task 
was accomplished the coffin was car 
ried down-stairs to the. front parlor. 
w here it is to remain until the funeral 
ceremonies take place. 
It is covered 
with a somber drapery of black, and in 
the darkened room tall wax tapers 
are kept burning, in accordance with 
Hie customs of the Catholic church. 
The last rites will be performed by 
Father Taylor, of the Church of the 
Blessed Sacrament, and his assistants. 
The coffin is of oak lined with cream- 
eolored satin aud covered with black 
cloth. The only ornaments are the han­ 
dles of polished silver at the sides and 
the silver plate upon the lid, upon which 
this inscription is engraved:

Tile casket is exactly similar to the one 
in which the wife of the General was 
buried only a few years ago. 
The General looks quite natural in 
his last *leep. 
There is a slight discol­ 
oration and the face is but little swol­ 
len. 
On the black lid of the casket is 
folded an American flag on which rests 
the General s hat and gold-hilted sword 
and scabbard presented tp him at the 
close of the war by the State of New 
York. 
The regular military guard remains 
on duty in the front hall, while a special 
squad of New York’s tallest policemen 
keeps the people in line. 
Generals O. O. Howard, Daniel But­ 
terfield and Henry \V. Slocum, the com­ 
mittee in charge of the funeral of Gen­ 
eral Sherman, have issued un order of 
funeral arrangements. 
The regulation 
escort, 
under 
command of Colonel 
Loomis L. Langdon, First Artillery, 
will consist of one regiment of in­ 
fantry. to be composed of a battalion 
of United States marines, four com­ 
panies of United States engineers and 
six companies (foot batteries) of ar­ 
tillery of the army and of two troops of 
cavalry from the National Guard of the 
city of New York. 
The remains will 
be received by an escort at the late res­ 
idence of the General, 75 West Seventy- 
First street, at 2 o’clock p. rn. Thurs­ 
day. and the body will be borne on 
caisson, preceded by the pall-bearers 
in carriages. 
The pall-bearers will ac­ 
company the remains as far as the train 


at Jersey City. 
Six sergeants will be 
detailed as bearers and will go to St. 
Louis. A special escort from Die Grand 
Army of the Republic, Lafayette Post, 
will r rm on the right and left of the 
caisson.

THE EASTERN DELUCE. 
Many Towns Cader Water la Peansylraala 
—Great Damage Reported. 


P i t t s b u r g h . Pa.. Feb. 18.—Pittsburgh 
and Allegheny have been visited by a 
flood that will cause losses of at least 
$750,(HIU. 
They may even amount to 
$1,000,000. 
These figures include esti­ 
mates of direct damages and consequen­ 
tial losses in every class of trade and 
life, a feature of tilt* Hood which it 
is impossible to measure with absolute 
accuracy. 
The flood has turned be­ 
tween 3.000 and 4.000 families in the 
two cities and their environs out of 
their house und home. 
It has com 
pleted the temporary closing down of 
over a^hundred iron mills, glass houses 
and 
manufacturing 
establishments, 
large and small, 
it has crippled and 
delayed traffic on every line of railroad 
entering the city, 
it has tied up every 
system of street railway crossing from 
Allegheny to Pittsburgh. 
The most startling incident of the 
flood occurred on River avenue. Alle­ 
gheny. at V:30 Tuesday morning. 
The 
entire front of a 
two-story 
brick 
house 
belonging 
to 
Samuel 
and 
William Hazlett, 
two brothers, was 
blown 
out by a natural 
gas 
ex­ 
plosion 
into 
the 
four 
feet 
of 
water surrounding it. 
Hundreds of 
people rushed to the scene, though 
boats had to be used to get there. 
There was plenty to do. 
Five persons 
were hurt, but almost by a miracle no 
one was killed. J ames Fletcher is the 
only one whose injuries may prove 
fatal. 
He was crushed between the 
window-frame and the wall and when 
taken out was spitting blood. 
The floods have gotten all the rail­ 
roads entering Pittsburgh and Alle­ 
gheny into a sorry mess. 
Traffic on 
the Pittsburgh A. Western road is al­ 
most entirely suspended. From Sharps­ 
burg the tracks are covered with from 
four to six feet of w ater. 
Early Tues­ 
day morning all the available teams 
and wagons were brought into requi­ 
sition. and 
such perishable freight 
as 
was storeif in the box-ears in 
the yards was removed as expeditiously 
as possible. 
However, the rise of the 
Allegheny was so rapid that a large 
numl>er of curs were submerged before 
the army of workmen were able to 
reach them, and of course the contents 
of such cars are a total loss. 
The loss 
sustained by the company will 
bt* 
heavy, but at present the officials are 
unable to give any figures. 
Pittsburgh 
A 
Western passenger 
trains have been coming in ainee Mon­ 
day night on the West Pennsylvania 
tracks. 
The latter company has a bad 
land-slide near Blairsville, and near 
Saltsburg its road] is under four feet of 
water. 
No 
through 
trains 
were 
run. 
The Baltimore Jk Ohio has had 
several land-slides, and through trains 
are from eight to ten hours late. 
On the Pan-Handle no trains have been 
able to reach Washington, Pa., since 
Monday, owing to heavy washouts on 
the Uhartiers branch. 
The Pennsylva­ 
nia bas a washout on the Sewickley 
branch and is also having trouble along 
the Conemaugh, 
above 
Johnstown, 
where but one track is available, thus 
delaying all through trains. 
River avenue, Allegheny, has been 
not unlike a street In Venice. 
Boats, 
skiffs, 
rafts 
and 
hastily-improvised 
floats were to be seen everywhere. 
Every few minutes a skiff .skimmed 
up 
to 
the 
door 
of 
a 
house 
and 
then. 
heavily 
laden 
with 
men, women and 
children, pushed 
off to gain some point of safety. 
In 
other places 
furniture 
was 
being 
hastily 
removed 
from second-story 
windows, 
piled on 
floats and car­ 
ried beyond the reach of the rap­ 
idly-rising and angry waters. 
Along 
all 
the 
streets 
leading from the 
river 
the 
same 
busy scene was 
presented. 
The 
lower 
floors 
of 
all 
the 
tenement-houses 
which 
line either 
side of 
Madison, 
Oak­ 
ley, Corry streets and Isabella court 
were filled with boxes, barrels and 
chests floated from cellar openings, 
and in many instances household fur 
niture bobbed around on the muddy 
water. 
On River avenue, 
between 
Sandusky 
and 
Anderson 
streets 
there is at least five feet of water. 
The entire force of employes at the 
Pennsylvania cotton mills became 
corps of rescuers, and in a short time 
hundreds of bales of cotton which had 
been stored on the ground floor of the 
works were removed. 
All the express 
wagons 
in 
the 
city 
were 
busy 
from 
dawn 
until 
after 
dark 
carrying 
household 
goods and af 
frighted families from their flooded 
homes to 
where 
the rising waters 
couldn't reach them. 
It is estimated 
that fully 8,000 persons living along the 
river front were compelled to quit their 
dwellings. 
All of them are of the poor 
class, and the loss to them will be enor 
incus in the aggregate. 
The precipitate 
evacuation of home was not the only 
loss they suffered. 
All along the Alleghany side, from 
Sharpsburg to Beaver avenue, a di 
ta nee of five miles, countless large and 
small manufacturing establishments 
furnaces and mills located on the river 
front are in enforced idleness. 
On the Pittsburgh side of the Aile 
gheny the damage was by no means 
slight. 
From Lawrenceville to the 
Point bridge, where the Ohio takes up 
its course, merchants, manufacturers 
and the occupants of dwellings have 
been 
heavy 
losers. 
Hundreds 
of 
storehouses along Pennsylvania ave 
nue. 
Duquesne way. 
Fifth, 
Sixth. 
Seventh and 
Eighth 
streets 
have 
had their basements flooded. 
At Arm­ 
strongs big cork factory the water was 
th y e feet in the basement, engiue and 
boiler-room. As, a result the works sus­ 
pended operations. 
About ll o’clock 
the. water begau coining into 
the 
foundry at Carnegie’* 
Tweuty-ninth 
street mill, and iu less than half an 
hour it was four feet deep, causing a 
Suspension of work. 
Johnstown, Pa., Feb. 1 8 .-The water 
is gradually receding from the streets 
and all danger of further damage is 
past. 
The damage done to property 
will amount to thousands of dollars. 
Alj$ady merchants and others have be­ 
gun' pumping the muddy water from 
their basements and trains have begun 
to run on tracks that are still covered 
With water more than two feet deep, 
CcrconrATi, O., Fob.

“All 
right, I think I can get you some work.” 
“You may like to write to Joliet about 
me; I became a Christian there; the 
chaplain w a s 
. 
My number was 
64,85G.” 
“Yes, I shall be very glad to 
know all about you. 
I will write at 
once. 
I’ll get you some work at once. 
You come to me day after to morrow, 
and I think I can help you,” I said, and 
bade him good morning. 
The second day after he appeared. 
I took him into the livery stable where 
I hire my parochial assistants in pas­ 
toral visitation and said to the proprie­ 
tor, “Mr. G 
, don’t you want to 
hire this man to help you in various 
ways, and you give him Ills board and 
lodging?” “Certainly I do.” The man, 
whose name, by the way, was Freder 
ick J. Dubuque, seemed very grateful. 
“Now,” I said to Mr. Dubuque, “let’s 
go to tho carriage man and sec if we 
cannot get you some regular work at 
painting.”

Ilia life in Joliet, the cell fever, etc., 
and his temptations to steal since com­ 
ing to the city. 
After a while we came to the end of 
the list of visits, and I bade him good 
night, handing him a quarter in pay­ 
ment of his services, against receiving 
which lie manifested a proper degree of 
diffidence. 
I asked him to take the 
horse back to the stable. 
“I shall 
come round Monday to see how you 
are getting on.” The last word he 
said to me was, “You have not heard 
from Joliet yet about me.” I said, 
“No.” 
The second day following I stepped 
in to see how the work was coming on. 
They said the man had brought the 
horse back, but they had not seen him 
since. 
Thus vanished my friend into 
the unknown. 
Two days after I heard 
from Joliet that never had there been 
a man of tho name of Frederick J. Du­ 
buque confined in that prison.

THE PEARL OF THE PACIFIC. 
1 


Som e P ecu liar C haracteristic* o f the P eo­ 
ple o f th e City o f Lim a. 
Lima has been called the Pearl of 
the Pacific and other flattering names. 
La the old days of the viceroys it was 
beyond doubt the finest, as it was tho 
richest, city in New Spain; but now it 
is a sadly sullied pearl, a moribund 
and inert place, when. everything bears 
witness to decadence, poverty and al­ 
most despair. 
The streets swarm with 
beggars, and the majority of the 100,- 
000 inhabitants^ the capital live in 
an indigent, primitive and thoroughly 
unhygienic manlier, which would be 
unendurable were it not for the clem­ 
ency of the climate, which enervates 
and conduces to a languid and indo­ 
lent stale, comparable iii tome respects 
to the fatalism of the Turk. 
Indeed, the stm t life of Lima fro 
quently reminded me of that of Con­ 
stantinople, which is likewise a city of 
stucco monuments, barred windows 
and overhanging ini rad ores. 
In ti ie 
first place, you find a similar abundance 
of money changers, who have their 
counters open to tho street, and dis­ 
play to the covetousness of the impe­ 
cunious a selection of ^old and silver 
coins and bank notes, mixed up with 
jewelry, plate and miscellaneous brie 
a-brac. 
The Lima money changers 
also deal in lottery tickets and in “Im 
acus”—the generic name for those 
mummies, bits of canvas, domestic 
utensils, and hideous crockery ware 
which form the basis of Peruvian an­ 
tiquities. 
These “huacas” ought to be dug up 
among the ruins of the ancient Inca 
cities, but much of the pottery is now 
made in a modem manufactory at 
Paita. 
I have always noticed that the 
scarcer money is in a country and rho 
worse the state of its finances the more 
numerous ure tho tables of the money 
changers. 
The evidence of lama con­ 
firms this observation. The finances of 
the country are notoriously in a fearful 
state. Although the mountains of Peru 
are full of gold, silver and other pre­ 
cious metals, there is uot a native gold 
coin to bo found in the country except 
as a historical curiosity, and the very 
small amount of coin iii circulation is 
of the most primitive and inconvenient 
kind, consisting of coarse copper one 
and two cent pieces and very heavy 
silver dollars, too weighty to be car­ 
ried in a civilized man’s pocket. 
The consequence Is an extensive 
credit system and tile use of bank 
checks. 
The Liinenos prefer to run 
into debt freely rather than be burden­ 
ed with a few’ pounds of silver dollars.

HE JUMPED FOK THE CAH 


A Moment Later B y s ta n d e r s Saw Him B e ­ 
neath 
the W heels—Signals to the 
Engineer Came Too Late and 
the Trucks Passed Over Him, 


Conductor J. H. 
Dower, Engineer 
Thomas Reynolds and the entire crew of 
Ute De Kalb train were eummoned from 
this city to Caledonia,this morning to ; 
attend the inquest on the remains cf 
John Kelly. Finned under the trucks 
of a passenger coach Kelly gasped out 
his life at Caledonia Junction last even­ 
ing. Hie body was crushed to a pulp, his 
clothing soaked with blood and 
his 
eyes were rapidly glazing in death when 
' Engineer Reynolds pulled the coach far 
enough ahead Ic permit the train bands 
to pull him from under the wheels. 
Kelly climbed aboard the train at Bel- 
videte and when the train reached Cale­ 
donia Junction it stopped and Kelly got 
off. At this point a coach is taken from 
the Chicago traio, and for the purpose of 
coupling the car on, the DeKalb train 
pulled out from the platform. Kelly sew 
them start and ran after the train. 
Just 
as be reached the platform of the rear 
oar the engineer reversed the engine and 
began backing the train to pick up tie 
other car. 
Kelly ran against the rear 
ooaob and struck it with sufficient force 
to knock bim down. 
Some one on the rear platfoim yelled 
to the engineer, but the warning came 
too late. There was a crushing of bones, 
and the man who but a minute before 
bad been running after the train, lay be­ 
neath the oar crushed and bleeding. The 
rear trucks had passed over bim, and. 
when the train was stopped, be was pin­ 
ned under the forward trucks. Kelly liv­ 
ed at Belvidere ani bas a soon who is 
brakeman on the Chicago & Northwest­ 
ern road, ranniDg through Janesville

Flayed 3,000 Years After Burial Tliey 
Show That Egyptian*. It ail Our Seale. 
A number of eminent musicians were 
invited to listen to a highly interesting 
lecture delivered to tie* Royal academy 
students by Mr. T. I,. Southgate upon 
ancient Egyptian musical instruments 
in general, and upon the double pipes 
recently discovered by Mr. Flinders P e­ 
trie in the tomb at Kailua in particu­ 
lar. 
From the fact that the llutes 
shown in the frescoes were of various 
lengths, Mr. Southgate conjectured that 
the Egyptians almost from tile time of

It to a certain extent recalls 
the drone of the bagpipe, although one 
prominent musician yesterday irrever­ 
ently likened it to tile sound of the 
small tooth comb and tissue paper of 
childhood’s days. 
Many other copies of ancient instru­ 
ments were 
tried, 
among them a 
replica of a Unto (discovered two years 
ago by a French savant), with cloven 
holes, the approximate date being 1575 
15. C.—that is to say, during the period 
that the Israelites were still in Egypt. 
To “stop” eleven holes in a tlute would 
seem to demand that one of the hands 
should have an extra linger, but Mr. 
Finn after many trials has succeeded 
in doing it, and the notes given were 
practically those 
of 
our chromatic 
scale. 
From these and other facts Mr. 
Southgate in the peroration to his very 
valuable lecture contended that the 
tonality of the ancient Egyptians was 
the source of our own music, and 
certainly none of the musicians present 
were willing to contradict a doctrine 
which seems quite feasible.—London 
News.
